The  scene  exhibits  a  woody  landscape,  on  the  foreground  of  which 
is  the  Nymph  Antiope  lying  naked,  asleep,  on  some  crimson  and  blue 
drapery,  with  her  right  hand  raised  to  her  head ;  under  this  is  some 
white  linen.  While  thus  absorbed  in  slumber,  the  Proteus  God,  under 
the  form  of  a  Satyr,  has  cautiously  advanced  from  a  grove  on  the  right, 
and  is  removing  the  drapery  which  covers  her.
